V, Aahford was oontcnced on tho 15'h to ono 
yoar'a impriaonment and §1,000 lino. Oa 
ucoount of ill-health the bard labor wug re- 
mitted. John S. IJowler, Iriah-American, 
was sentenced on tho sixteenth to five years 
impriaonment and SS.OOO fine. Bowler un 
dortook for Nowlein to take posaeeaion of 
the tetophone station, Ho other loading in- 
aurgehts havo yet reoeived their aentenoes. 
All the statements to the contrary have been 
erroneous. 

About 70 natives and half-whites have 
been tried, tho msjority for treason, a few 
for misprison. It is certain that nearly all 
have been oonviotod. Twenty-three only of 
these have been pablicly scntenoed, four for 
ten years, two for oi^ht, one for seven and 
sixteen for iivo years. Twenty-one natives 
were arraigned yesterday, 

John F. Colburn, a member of Ltlinoka- 
lani's last oabineli, had written to Minister 
Thurston to the effect that he is disgusted 
with the Queen's oonrso and la working hard 
with the nativsB for annexation. Ho urges 
Minister Thurston to farther it by ovory 
possible moang. 

All tho sentenOBS of imprisonment for tho 
ineurgerits, it ia enderstood, are open lo 
muoh reduction in tho future, and may even 
bo subject to a general amnesty whenever 
the condition of tho republic shall bo pro- 
pitious. 

In an interview lost evening with Proei- 
denb Dole, he stated that U. S. Minister 
Willis and H. B. M. Commissionor Hawes, 
had each been giroir In confidence the sen- 
tences passed by the military commission 
upou the oiblzens of their respective 
countries. Mr. Willis' reported oora- 
municatlon to his goveroment of 
the death sentences upon Guliok and 
Seward was a correct statement. Theio 
sentences have nob yet been reviewed by tho 
commander-io-obief. It la the President'! 
intention next week to summon the ad- 
visory council for the parpoie of advising 
upon these sentences. It was the desire of 
the governmonb to inflict no heavier penalty 
than was absolutely necessary — than the 
public security required. A further reason 
for delay has been to await the ex- 
preesion of pablio sentiment abroad. 
The President deolined to Intimate what 
coarse would be taken with the ex-Qaeen. 

The Tolanteer military companies are 
keeping np drill and eqnlpment at the high- 
est point. Xbe oitlzena' guards are con- 
sbaotly improving their organization. There 
is no sense of the relazation of danger. As 
ii natural the general voice of the oitlzena 
oalla for some oxamplon of novrrity upon the 
men who have cimficd thia infccurity. 



THE FATliEELAND. 

Appropriations Voted for Four New Armored 
CralBers— The Kaiser and His 
BrandenbnreetB. 

Bkbun, Feb. 23. — The budget committee 
of the Reichstag voted to-day tho appro- 
prialiona for four now armored cruiaere. 
Freihorr von MarEchuli, secretary of foreign 
aitalrs, speaking as to the politioal aspect of 
tho proposal, mentioned the frrqnency of 
the complaints that German subjects abroad, 
most notably in tho Central and South 
American statep, did not reoolvo adequate 
protection from the homo government hc- 
OAUBO tho Germ in navy was too small. The 
proposed cruiaerB could bo used to guard 
Gorman intoresta In colonial landa and to 
heighten tho roupeot of foreign govornnionta 
for tho Gorman navy. 

Tho Emperor Williom attended thia even- 
ing the annual dinner of the Ikandenburi; 
diet. The groat dining hall was decorated 
with tho lligs nl Brandenburg, Prusoiu and 
tho German Empire. On a pedeaial at 
tho head of tho room waa a buab of 
tho Bmporor surrounded with Howors. 
The Emperor remfndod tho assembly that 
this was Che anniversary of the battle of 
Friosaok, in wbioh a man clad in a simplo 
ooat of steel and animated by a firm will 
h«d bronghb order out of chana. A 
firm will would aohiove anything. 
" L'>1 my Bradenburgers have con- 
Qdcnoo in me," said the Emperor, 
" as their ancestora had in my anoeatora. 
Then we will achieve the goal of prosperiiy 
toward which we strive. Oar special oaro 
mast now be devoted to the peasants. 
These are bad times for them, but if they 
stand by thair Margrare they will 
find tho conditions improving. Their 
fathers always stood by the'' Hohon- 
/oUerns ; they were loyal, faithfnl and stead- 
fasb in the sorvioe of the crown and they 
followed fearlessly the banner of the house. 
May my good Bsriiners continue steadfast 
and fearless In their devotion. In this I 
raise my glass to my Brandenbnrgera. 
Hooh ! Hooh ! " 

Large orders for tho new U. S. bonds 
wore sent to London from Berlin and Frank 
fort. The oloBing of tho list two hours after 
tho opening oxoluded most of tho Gorman 
applioante. Strong dissatisfaction is folt on 
the Gorman bouraes because 'more of tbo 
bonds wore not procured hero. 

Princes Bismarck has recovered from hia 
neuralgia and is in vigorous beaith and 
spirits, taking a keen interest In the in 
creasing proparationa for bis birthday ceie 
bration.

William O'Brien's Libel Snit-Inquiry

London, Fob. 23. — Sir William Harcourt 
has been privately approached by several 
Liberals of bi-metaillo tendencies in regard 
to the calling of the new monetary confer- 
ence, and has intimated that his opinion is 
unchanged. He is convinoed that another 
conference would bo as fabile as the last. 
Despite this, however, the parliamentary 
committee of the 

nl-METALLIC LEAGUE 

have decided to iasna a strong whip em- 
bracing members of every section, inviting 
their presence in tho bonse on tho occasion 
of |the introduotion of Mr. Everett's meas- 
ure next Tuesday. The motion rnns as fol- 
lows : 

' Boiolved, that the bouse regards with 
increasing apprebeniion the growing diver- 
gence between the valaes of gold and silver 
and heartily oononrs in the recent expres- 
sion of opinion of the governments of France 
and Germany in regard to the aerioas evils 
arising therefrom. tThe house, therefore, 
urges the government to co-operate with the 
powers in oaillng an International confer- 
enoe." 

If Mr. Balfour has aafficiently reeovered 
to enable bim to resume his seat in the 
house be will support the motion. Xhe bi- 
roetallists do not hope to change the resolu- 
tion of the government, but aim at making 
the debate and tho division election faotors 
in thelflapue'a propaganda, to which the sum 
of £50,000 has already been subscribed. 
Tho result has I'.eon the wholesale adhesion 
to bi-motalliam of a number of popuioaa 
centres. Business men are reported 
to be joining the ranks of tho 
bi metailists in great numbers. The caljinet 
ia solidly mono-metalllo, but if Germany In- 
itiates an international coofercnco, England 
win send delegates to Berlin. In tho mean- 
limo thcro ia a growing conviotion that 
Germany will not ruggest a oonferenoe.

A BY-LAW 

Autliorizing the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
§120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re- 
coipt of ita Kevonuo for th'o Year 
1895. 

VViiKHKASby virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
ISS-l, and Amending Acts, every mnnloipallty 
may under tho condltlonq contained therein, 
borrow from any person euoh sum of money 
not ezoeedicg, however, an amouut equal to 
sovonty-flve per cent, of the amount of taxes 
collected during tho previous year (1894) of tho 
sum that waa loviod that year by a general 
rato upon land, Improvementa or roal prop- 
erty In tho municipality, and boarlng such rato 
ot inloroat aa may bo requisite, to moot tho 
current legal expenditure of tlio Corporation, 
which beconioa payable out ot the annual 
revonuo before the rovonuo for the year be- 
comes payable by the tax payors ; 

Asa WHEREAS aeventy-flvo per cent. Q{ the 
amount of taxea upon land, improvements or 
real property, ooUeotod during tho year 1894, of 
tho sum that was loviod that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvements or roal property, 
was 912^.390.13; 

And whkbeab to meet the onrront: legal ex* 
pendifcare of the Corporatioa ot the City o{ 
Viotorla for the year 1885, payable onb of the 
annual revenue, before such revenue tor such 
year bocomcs payable by the tax payers. It la 
rcqulslt^t for tho said Corporation to borrow 
tho aum of $120.000 ; 

TiiKKEFOBB the Municipal CoonoU of the 
Corporation of the City ot Viotorla enacts as 
toUowa: 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of the City ot Victoria, by tlio Mayor and tho 
Finance Commlttoo thereof, to borrow upon 
the credit of tho aaid Corporation from any 
person or persona, Arm or firma, corporation or 
corporations who may be willing to advance 
tho samo, tho sum of $120,C0O, in auch amounts 
and at such times as subject as horoinaftor pro- 
vtdeA the same mar lu >he opinloa of the 
Mayor and the Finance Committee ot tho 
Council be required, bearing intorost at a 
rato not oxcocding five per centum por annum. 

Sec. 2. Tho money bo borrowed ahall bo ox- 
pendod in defraying tho current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation for the year 1895, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be 
re-payable and tepaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before the Slat day of December, 
1895, out of tho municipal revenue tor tho aaid 
year. 

Sec. 3. Tho amount ao borrowed and intoreat 
thereon shall be a liability ot tho said Corpora- 
tion payable out ot the muaicipat revenue for 
current year 1895, and tho form ot obllRation to 
bo given as aoknowledgment ot Buoh liability 
ahall be a promissory note or notea to the said 
lender or lenders aa the anma may be required, 
signed by the Mayor and the Finance Committee 
and tho Clerk of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing the seal of tho aaid Corporation, all of 
whioh notes shall be mado payable on or be- 
fore tho Slst December, 1895, and shall contain 
a clause that tho liahlllly of tho aaid Corpora- 
tion incurred by aaid promisaory not<3 or notes 
ahall bo a liability payable out of tho municipal 
revenue tor the oarrent year ISSS. 

Beo. 4. In the oonstniotio& of this By-law the 
expreaalona "Land" and "Improvementa," 
and " Roal Proiiorty," shall havo respectively 
the moaning given to thorn in the Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

Sec. 5. Thia Bylaw may be oited as the "An. 
nual Loan Uy-law, 1895,"

TotheEditob :— Tho province of liritUh 
Columbia is dividod into two separate 
regiona by tlie valley of tho Fraeer river. 
Tlie Western region oontaina a Urge propor- 
tion of gocd Bgrianltnrai and graring lands, 
and tho Eastern division tiie large propor- 
tion of the gold and silver mines hitherto 
diecovorcd. 

Tbe best part of tbe agrioaltoral district 
of the West is the oommeroial complement 
of the best part) of the gold-bearing district, 
for oatare ha^. indioated, by placing them in 
jax'spoaiUoOi that one Is neceBsary to the 
developmsnt uf the other. lo is well to ^ot 
this oombined aspect of the geographical 
present and tho oommeroial fature properly 
eatablisbcd, because it aooords with th« dia- 
poeltiona of natare, and indleates the proper 
direction of future lines of oommunioiition. 

A portion of the agricultural reaourcoa of 
British Columbia in the Fraaer, Thompson 
and Okanagan ViklUyi is tributary to tbe 
Canadian Pucitia railway, but its cultivAlion 
is not sufholont to prevont tho importation 
ef many kinds of produce from abroad. Tho 
silver reeourcos »f tho province uro served 
by the Cinudian Paoiiio and tho Amoriciu 
railways, tho furmer of which has a port on 
tho Pacific ocean that has not so far bccoma 
a distribu'ion point to an extent propor- 
tionate to tho Bizo and importanoo of tho 
plac3. 

Vancouver at present oooupioa the posi- 
tion of an important point of transfer upon 
an tnceroontinental line ef communication, 
and is oapablo of being made a distributing 
point in common with other places upon tho 
island and tho mainland. 

The delta of the Fraier river belongs by 
geographioal position to Vancouver and New 
Westminster, whore no doubt tbe largest 
proportion of tho buoineas resulting from its 
further development will be likely to contro. 
The area of delta lands that remain unre- 
claimed will probably be occupied before any 
long time elapses. 

Wo see, therefore, that for provincial pur- 
poses, the Canadian PaciSo ul way minis- 
ters to the supply of its own terminus and 
serves the silver mining interesta In the 
Bonthem portion of the province, together 
with some agricultural and grazing lands of 
the Fraaer, Thompson and Shuswap river 
valteya. Therefore, so far aa the develop- 
ment of provliaoial zeaonroea weat of the 
Fraaer river is opneerned, the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway cannot be oonaidered aa an ac- 
tual factor. 

The quarter of a million acres of land pro 
posed to be irrigated east of tho mountains, 
in the province of Alberta, would supply the 
markets of British Columbia with a large 
proportion of that which they require. Wo 
may assamo, however, that tbe mass of Bri- 
tish Columbians would prefer to be supplied 
by and trade with the farmers of their own 
province rather than with those who would 
sell to them but who for physical and geo- 
graphical reasons could not probably buy in 
return. 

It may happen, therefore, that the pro- 
dnotion of the cultivated lands of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia west of the 
Fraaer river, being led down grade in quan- 
tity sufTuient to the Pacific ocean, may bo 
delivered tt points upon tbe Mainland and 
tbo Island at less cost than produce brought 
Irom the eastern side of tho Rocky Monn- 
talna. In this way these various places may 
become points of distribution in the proper 
aenie of the term. 

If that time should come British Columbia 
would rapidly emerge from a state of depend- 
ence upon ontside production, and although 
she might become In proportion less valu- 
able to confederation aa a heavy contributor 
to the Dominion ouatoma she would before 
loag become more aelf-snstalnlng than ia poa- 
aible under present conditlona. 

In thia way only is the province likely to 
obtain a just ei[uivalent for her contribu- 
tlona to tbe Dominion treasury, nor should 
any remedy for the present state of things 
be entertained but that which depends upon 
the onltivation within tbe province of that 
which now paya duty from abroad. 

Tbe question ariaea, where oan the pro- 
vince look for arable and grazing lands with 
means of Dommanioation sufficient to make 
their prodnotion marketable. The explora- 
tions of the last twenty yeara do not leave 
ua in any doubt about where to look for 
lauds in British Columbia that oan be made 
available. Going back to tho year JS75 we 
have the geological survey reports, tlio ex- 
cellent reports of Mr. Matcui Smith, C.K , 
when in charge of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way survey in British Columbia, tho botani- 
cal reportB of Prtfueaor Mucoun, and lastly 
tho reports of tho various Burveyore who 
have explored tho pr»Ti»ce during the laat 
dec-ide. Tlieso last cover muoh of tho 
ground provioualy gone over, and may be 
looked upon ua un cxterded confirmation of 
indioations prtvioualy obtained. 

For tho [irtst'iit it io noccsBury to point 
out tho clasa of liindu thiU may bo roliud 
upon for tho purpoau of inducing aottlemeut. 
Thoro is an area of good land in Vancouver 
Island in groat part heavily timbered. For 
ecDnomlcal roisouB thia class of land 
(ilthough conimerciolly very valnabU ) ia not, 
ea available for aettlement ai that wbich is 
lesB heavily timbered. 

It ia not likely tbat any great volume of 
immigration will come from Canada or the 
United States for yean. Tho proper 
quarter from which oolonl/.*tion mny bo ex- 
pected will be, as ■■ titnta past, Europe. 
The European does net take kindly to 
spending a Ifetime in clearing a few aoros 
of heavy timber at enormona cost, when the 
same productive capacity may be obtained 
for leaa In a different data <f conntry. 

Apart from thia consideration the timber 
landa of Vancouver laland are likely to be 
immensely valuable in tbe near future. 
There are acres and acres of land in Van- 
couver Island from which forty thousand 
feel board measure may be out, worth $400 
in normal conditions of businass. Is It in 
ftccorclaiico witli oconomiottl principles to 
cut down and burn $100 worth of moroliant- 
able Itnibor in order to poasesa a farm that 
win prcduco no more than ouo coatiug livo 
dollars per uoro upon tho eastern aide ot tho 
mountains? SuppoBO tho Nlcaragu.i canal 
to bo built within tho next fow years, this 
timber will como into tho U. S. eaatern and 
European murkota for sale at probably 
double tlio proount prices, and in quantity 
dillioult to oppreciatoat the present time. 

There are, however, son^o e»Tont«en mil- 
lion acres of lands in British Columbia, 
within an area of which the boundurioa may 
be defined as follows : On tho oast tho 
Fraecr river, on the north tho 135th parallel 
of latitude, on tho west tho foothills of tho 
Cascade range, and on tho south tho filst 
parallel of latitude. Judging from tho tes- 
timony of eyo-wltnoBses and tho reports of 
explorations already made, it is reasonable 
to aappoae tbat abont one-ttalid of this area. 



or aay alx million aprea, ia good for either 
g'azing or agricultural purauits. True It Is 
iha) a certain portion of tbete lands requires 
irrigation ; but aa there ia water enough for 
the purpoBo to make them iodepondont of 
rainfall, they may bo oonaidered aa of great- 
er ultimate value than perhaps from three 
to four times the aame area of unirrigablo 
landa. 

The atatement baa been frequently made 
and will no doubt be made again, 
that little of tbia land ia available 
for agricultural purpoaea on aoooant of 
summer frost. It oan be proved, however, 
that this statement ia erroneous, because 
crops may bo aeon yearly at varioua points 
and elevations along tho existing road to 
Quesneilo, and also west of the Fraser river, 
in the heart of tho district referred to ; and 
if more testimony wcro wanted, it is pos- 
sible to produce tho records of the harvest, 
and tho meteorological observations of Fort 
St. James, 2,200 feet above tho sea, in thn 
latitudo of 54 deg. 12mln., that is to aay 72 
geographical milea north of tho central point 
of tho district rtf -rred to and l,'i2 geographi- 
cal m)l)8 north of its southarn boundary. 

If it be admitted that tho general con- 
ditions afTord room for a fair comparison, 
the argument should bo finished by a perusal 
of tho meteorological observations at Fort 
St. James, taken from tbe reports of tho 
provincial government survtys for the year 
1891, and embraolng a period of throe years 
and a half. 

Meteorological memoranda taken from the 
Hudaon Buy Company's journal at Fort St. 
Jamt B, in latitude 5-1 ° , 20 minutes being the 
northtrn extremity of tbe diatriot rt furred 
te, show that in 1888, in the month of April, 
tha plowing was all done and the garden 
dug, the last frost of the ssaaon voonrring on. 
May 10. On August 24 tha thermometer 
fell to 32 degrees, tbo first froal of the season 
being on September 10, by which time all 
the cropa had bean harveated. Tbe average 
tempai aturaa ware ; January, 31° below; 
February, 20 above ; March, 22 ; April, 45 ; 
May, GO ; June, 58 ; July, U2 ; August, 65 f 
September, 40 ; October, 36 ; November, 
30 !_Deoember, 18 below. 

In 1889 plowing began on April 17 and 
was completed by tbe 2Bth, no frost occur- 
ring during June or July. On October 21 
the first front of tbeaeaaon took place. The 
average temperature aa far aa recorded waa : 
January, 18 below ; February, 20 above ; 
Marob, 40 ; April, 54 ; May, 48 ; June, 5o 
In 1890 the month of January averaged 25 
below Z1I0, tbo laat frost of tho season be- 
ing recorded on April 8, and on May 10 
plowing, seeding and digging began. June 
was middling worm, Tho first part of July 
waa rainy and tbo second half, warm. Hay- 
making began on August 27. There waa 
froat on the 10th, 11th and 2f3th Soptonnbar, 
and afterwards rain. Tho month of October 
was fair, potatoes being dug on tbo 2ad. 
The first snow foil on November 7, the 
month generally being cold and fine. De- 
cember was also cild and fino. 

In 1891 the month of January waa fino 
and mild, February being one-third mild 
and two-thirda cold. The wholo of March 
was mild, and in April tho gardens wti« 
dug and the ground ploughed for birley. A 
lew days ol May wore cold, tbe rest being 
warm and fino. Twenty diya of June wore 
rainy, but the remaiodor of the month was 
fine. July had eighteen days of rain, the 
whole of August being good weather. 

Fortunately for the province the area of 
land referred to Ilea in suoh u position aa to 
bo able to minister easily to the wants of 
all her distribution oentrea beaido tbe aea, 
and by tbe medium of the Canadian Pacific 
railway and branches to those of tbo inte- 
rior also, if necessary. Within the laat 
decade the people residing in the province of 
Manitoba and Aaainiboia aufTered by having 
their wheat frozen for aeveral yeara in auo- 
ccsalon. During tbe laat five of tbe ten, 
however, tbat diSSonlty teems to have been 
overcome, aa it waa formerly in Ontario and 
probably in every province of the Dominion 
during the early days of cultivation. The 
first results may be dlsoonraglng, as they 
were In Manitoba, but perseverance con- 
quered there as elaawhere. Strange to aay, 
tlie old aettlera of the Red River valley, bo- 
low Winnipeg, bad got over the froat diffi- 
culty years before tlia aurrounding country 
vrbloh came under oultlration later and suf- 
fered aa already stated. 

It may be taken as a historical fact, de- 
monitrable by the lapse of time and the ex- 
perience of settlement (granted that the rea- 
son why be not fully aacercainoti), that tho 
spread of cultivation upon an extended Boale 
ia inimical to tho continuance of summer 
froat. 

It may bo said with much opparont rea- 
son, however, that tho growth of wheat in 
Canada ia being overdone, and that it would 
bo belter to leave a largo percentage of its 
production to countriea able to grow it more 
cheaply, and where tho frost ciiiliculty doea 
not enter as a factor in ita cuUiviiiion. Take 
for instance the Arpeniino Rtpublic, with 
ita laborers paid in depreciated paper, and 
ita wheat price regulated by tho metallic 
currency of other coUDtriea. Tho area of 
land upon whiob wheat oan be raiaed to pay 
in the Argentine ia enormoua, and the trans- 
portation is effected upon railvay lines that 
admit of taogenta from 10 to 300 miloa in 
length. 

Suppose theprnvinoes of Athabasca, Alberta, 
Assioiboia and Saskatchewan to havo their 
Eaatern extremity at New York, and tho 
wages of labor to be one-half tho 
present rates, some idea may bo 
formed of the wheat competition with South 
America. But there are other conntrieu 
coming forward constantly with iocrcasing 
wheat production of large dimecBiona, and 
tho timo is not far off when tbe indiacrim- 
inate growth of wheat and conaequont ex- 
haustion of soil must give place to mixed 
farming as the only rational method of safe 
competition. When that time comes we 
shall hear no more about the frost dif&oulty, 
oven in tho pio:iuor yujirs of opening np a 
now district. 

Tho territory to which reforetico baa been 
made, however, lioa entirely helovv tho loca- 
tion of tho meteorological obaervationa taken 
at Fort St. Jaraea, and it Ih (|uito within tho 
bounds of reason and oiporionco to conclude 
that not only tho bIx million acroa referred 
to, but even a much larger area, will bo- 
como available ao aonn aa tho moans of coin- 
municatloQ shall make It suitable for settle- 
ment. W.

soun. The number killed WM all first 2,000, 
then 3 000, and finally, thanks to B lelegram 
from Boston from one who had received a 
letter from Saaoun— bow the letter had time 
to reach Amerioai and bow it had been al- 
lowed to got out of Turkey, were details 
never explained !— it was deolared that the 
"masBacred Armenians ezoeeded 10,000 " 
In all these diapatohcs and In the artiolo 
ooinmentlnR upon chcm, Sasonn la almost in- 
variably doaoribod fta a "town" or "vil- 
lage." Aa a mutter of fact S.iBoun ia neither 
the one nor the other, but a wild dintrict in 
the Upper Valley of the Tohai-3dti»m, a 
bratch of the Tigris, and Bnp'>,riited from tho 
baein of the Kiiphratou by higb mounraina. 

After deaoribing the country Mr. Divey 
goes on to say : 

As a oontcaat to the stern grandear of this 
uwe-inspiring scenery are oertain smiling 
valleys and platforms whioh the Armenians 
cultivate with all their well known indus- 
try. This autumn the Khurds happened to 
aelaot Saaoun, or Sasounkh, aa it ia called, 
as the scene of their dreaded exploits. Thoy 
fell upon tho Armenian farmora with a view 
of stoaling their cattle and carrying olT thuir 
women and provisions. The Armoniana re- 
3!Btod and !» Liiiut took plaoo, in whioh at 
tirat tho fannora eeeniod to have had a well- 
earned advtintivgo. Matters grow so sorioua 
that a zealous Armenian redo olT for help to 
VilLlio, tho Govurnor of whioh place loat hia 
head and called to his aid tho regular troops 
reinfoioeo, by two regimenta of the Hamad- 
yeh, and by the osvalry from Erzeroum, 
under oommond of Zokbi Pasha. The 
Armoniana, friuhtened out of their Uvea by 
thiu display of force, entrenched thomaolves 
at KhandoBoh, Dagh. Pursued by tho 
llamadyah thoy wore killed iu groat nuni- 
bora in their mountain rotreaia, but the 
number alaln did not roach 2,000 let alone 
10,000, whioh would exceed tho population 
of the diatrlot ; most probably it did not 
pass 1,000. Further than this we really 
know nothing positive. 

Tho groat mistake of this expedition was, 
to Mr. Davoy, tho omployment of the Horn- 
adyeh, whom hodesoribns aa savages in uni- 
form, Thoy are Khurds, men of a robber 
tribe incorporated into a aort of well armed 
irregular troop. They do nob appear to be 
amenable to discipline and they have a very 
badrecord. In the warof 1877 they oommlttt d 
blood-curdling atrocitios on tho poor 
wretohea who fell into their hands, and 
diabolioal mutilation of tho dead. If Mr. 
Uivey is to bo boliovod, no one except thoae 
immediately ooQcerned know what atrocitios 
they oommitted in this expedition to pub 
down disorder and to preserve peaoe. lb is 
to bo hoped that the Commission, aboub 
whioh so maoh is said, will ferret ont the 
truth about those Armenian outrages.

LOOKING BAOKWARD. 

We see that the attempt Is being made to 
make it appear that Mr. Lanrler bad no 
oonneotioo whatever with the men who, 
previous to the election of 1891, were doing 
their best to inveigle the people of the 
Bomlnion into political union with tho Unit- 
ed States. It may be that Mr. Laurier did 
aot possess sufEoIent discernment to. perceive 
tliat the polloy of o&restrloted reciprocity 
whioh was then the obief, and It may be 
said the only plank la the Liberal platform, 
was but a preliminary to political union 
with the United Sbatos, bub there was a 
man in the Liberal party who saw the in- 
evitable tendency of the palioy of unre- 
■bioted reoiprocity, and that man was the 
Hon, Edward Blake. It was because 
Le oonld not as a loyal British snbject 
rapport what was then the policy of the 
Liberal party — a policy whioh the Hon. Mr. 
Laurier enthuBiaatically advocated — that ho 
kept out of the contest and declined to stand 
for the riding of West Darham. Ihls Mr. 
Blake made abnndantly clear in his letter to 
the electors of that riding pnblifhed after 
the election of 1891. In that letter he said : 

Asscmlng that absolute free trado with 
the States, best deaoribed as commercial 
union, may and ought to come, I believe 
that ib can and should como only a-i an in- 
cident, or ai any ratt ai a n-dl undprslood 
jtrecursor of political union, for whioh, in- 
deed, wo ahould bo able to make better 
terms before than after the Hurrender of our 
commercial independence.. 

Then ao boUoving — bolioving that th<j de- 
cision of tho trade (jueatiou involves that of 
tho conotitutional issue, for wbiuh you aro 
unprepared and with whioh you do not oven 
aonoelve yourselves to be dealing — bow can I 
properly recommend you now to decide on 
commoroial union. 

(Those who assume that Mr. Laurier was 
among the men who did nob oonoeive them- 
selveo to be dealing with politloal anion with 
the United States, will have to admit that 
the present Leader of the Liberal party did 
not poBBOBB Bufnoient polibioal forosighb to 
diaoern the real tendency of the policy 
ho advocated. This, thon, is the 
dilemma in which those who deny 
that Mr. Laurier favored political 
union with tho United States in 1891 plaoo 
themselves: Ho did not know whoro ho was 
drifting, and was oonacquontly too obtuse 
Rnd short-eighted to bo the loader of a poli- 
tical party; orbudid know, and consequently 
was not, -on the sabjecb of British oonneotion, 
in agreement with the great majority of the 
people of the Dominion. 



THa TRUTH ABOUT ARMENIA. 

There is a very IntereBtlng article in the 
February number of tho Fortnightly Ro- 
vlovv on " Turkey and Armenia." Tho 
writer of it, Richard Divcy, aooma to 
know all about ihia diatanb country and 
the intoroeting poopio who form part of its 
popnlation. He discredits most of tho 
stories that have reached the West about 
tho outrages aald to have boon committed 
in Susoun or Sasounkh and elsowhere. He 
boliovea that they have been greatly dia- 
tortod aud exuggoratod accounts of dis- 
torbanoea ic tho dialrlcb circulated by oer- 
tain Armenians who make a business of 
"patriotism." Ho says : 

Within the past nix weoka the London pa- 
pers have been gloating over tho "atrocities" 
oommitted upon Armenians at and in Sa- 



30,000 to' 40,o6o people-nho are actually 
deabitnte, and in six months, or before the 
harvests oan be gathered} the number will 
be doubled. They- liave already reooivod 
seventy five osrloads of olo|hlng aud they 
are fairly supplied with fitel. The mine 
owners are giving theooal, the miners their 
labor, and the railroads give free tranaport- 
ation. Eaoh family is (;lven enough to keep 
one room warm. The State ia going to sup- 
ply seed grc.in, bub the people willl eat even 
that, BO rhubthey will have to be supplied 
with food olonr to barvoab time. They are 
ia absolute need now, and Ihey want fodder 
for tho foA' ciit'lo and horses they have left. 

Thero ia auli'oring from the acme cause in 
KanaiB, Colorado. Northern Toxao, OkU- 
homa and South Dakota. In Kansas tbore 
are said b i bo some 16.000 destitute persons. 

Efforts are being mads in different parts 
of the Union to relievo the sufferers, many 
of whom were not long ago in comfortable 
oiroumstanooB. But nothing that their 
kind-heartedand sympathetic follow-citizena 
can do can give them back tho hopes thoy 
have lost and tho faith they had in the 
oouub-y. It seems only the other day that 
wo read of the crowds of lan>f-hnngry oitl- 
zonswho waited impatiently on tho frontier 
of Oklahoma for the signal that por- 
mittod thom to go in and pos- 
aosa the land. How many of that 
oager and hopeful multitud'] had any fore- 
boding of the misery they would, before 
many years, be forced to suffer In what they 
thon regarded aa a veritable Land of 
Promise ''. lb wou!d do thoao in this and 
other parts ( f the Dondoion who are com- 
plaining bitterly of tho hard times and of 
tho country they have made thoir homo, no 
harm to think of the suffering that thous- 
ands on the other side of the line, for no 
fault of thoir own, are compelled to endure.

IMPROVIDENT FISBINO. 

Our neigbbora iu Oregon and Washington 
States are beginning to feel the coDsequences 
of their murderous and improvident modes 
of oatoblng salmon. Sensible men among 
them are tryicg, before it is too late, to 
have laws enacted that will prevent the 
shameful waste that has been Rolog on 
without let or hindrance for years, but they 
find themeelvoB opposed and baulked at 
every turn by persons who are interested in 
continuing the exterminating practices that 
have been so long in vogue. These persons, 
provided that they can make big profits 
now, care nothing for the future. They 
cannot help seeing the miBohlef that reck- 
less fishing has already done, and they 
must know what the result will be 
if lb is continued much longer, bub their 
greed is blind and it prevents them using 
what common sense they have. 

Committees were appointed by tho Legis- 
lature of Oregon, ono to investigate tho sal- 
mon fishery and packing industry and the 
other to confer with a Washington commit- 
tee on the subject of joinbly regulating that 
fishery. Bat no sooner did the committees 
meet than men interested in the continua- 
tion of the present state of things flocked to 
the capital of the State, each to further 
what he considored his own interest, perfect- 
ly regardless of the preservation of tho aal- 
mon. "There were gill net fishermen, trap 
owners, cannery men who own traps and 
those who do nob, wheel owners on tba up- 
per river, canners in the same locality, 
marketmen and shippers of live salmon." 
The legislators were bewildered by tho con- 
tradiotory Btatementa that wore made, and 
they left matters exactly as they were. 
" This time," says the Oregonlan, " the 
wheel owners and the cannery men of the 
upper river got what they wanted from tho 
committoo, and tho canncra and fishermen 
of the lovvor river succeeded in killing tho 
bill." Tho nion who had tho "pull," aa 
usual, won the day. This is greatly to be 
regretted, for notbing Is surer than if tho 
preaenb praotioosare con tinned the Columbia 
will within a meaaurable time bo, aa far aa 
tho salmon ia concerned, a barren river. 
This ia tho conclusion to which tho United 
States Fishery Commissioner has arrived, 
bub the fishermen and tho loglBlators are 
deaf to his warnings and admonitions. 



TERRIBLB SUFFBRISO. 

People generally are in the habit of associa- 
ting tbePrairleStatesof the West andNortb- 
wesb with a fertile soil, fiourishing farms 
and a aomowhat rough but vigorous and 
proeperouB population, Bui the sad and 
sober truth ia that such an idea of tho Far 
Wesb is in thoao days a greatly mistaken 
one. Tho poopio who have sottlod on tbeco 
great plains often suffer misery indesoribable 
on account of drought. There are large 
areas of the Western States on which rain 
does not fall for several succeBsivo aeasons. 
Whon this is tho case tho ground beoonos 
baked and tlio vegetation dwindlou and dioa. 
The unfortunate inhabitants consume 
overything that is ccnenmable and 
soli everything that Is saleable, and at last 
they are reduced to tho direst extremity. 
Thoy have no food and have nothing where- 
with to proouro it. If tho rain does oomo in 
the apring thoy have no seed to put in tho 
ground, and thoy are too weak to cultlvala 
lb. This is at the present moment the con- 
dition of thousands in the State of 
^Jobraaka and nolghborlng States. This is 
what a gentleman who visited the Stato 
says of tho condition of tho inhabitants of 
tho districts BufToring from drought ; 
In Western Nebraska thero are from

A cablegram to Mr, Louin Erb yeaterday 
announced that Capt, William Power had 
died that morning In London, England. 
Capt. Powerbadbeen identified with thia 

province from very early days. He was one 
of thoEO who nmdo money in tho pioneer 
daya and when fortune frowned upon bin 
aftorwarda in other countriea returned tc 
British Columbia, and waa again so Bucooea 
ful in his undertakings that he became in a 
very few years a comparatively rich man. 

Capt, Power was born in Ireland and oame 
to British Columbia with Mra. I'ower in the 
days of tho gold excltemenb, Upon the 
Bamo steamer, the old Knterpriso, com- 
manded by Capt. Tom Wright, Capt, Power 
and Hon. D, W. Hicrgina mado their first 
journey up tho Fraaer river to Yale in Aug- 
ust, 1858. Capt. Power, Mr. Hlgglne, tlio 
lato Liout.-Govornor Nolaon and John 
Kurt/., thero formed a friondahip which 
laatod through life, Mr. Higgins, tho 
youngeat of tho (ju^rtotto, being the only one 
now alive. It waa on the deck of tho Eator- 
priao tho morning after eho Bailed that Mr, 
Higgina and C.iptain Power mot and began 
thur lifelong Irisndsbip. Arrived at Yalu 
Captain I'ower wont into the restaurant 
budineea, in whioh ho fairly coined money. 
Ilia genial disposHion m^do him many 
friends and though slow to angor, a atory ia 
told of hia adminiatcriog a tromondoua 
licking to Hig Jim, a butcher and tho bully 
of Yaie, who lud finally wearied out tho 
Captaiu'a patience hy hia huctoring ways. 

About thoyoir IHUO Capt, I'owor socurod 
contraota co build a trail over part of what 
haa sinco beconio tlio Yalo wagon road. 
Finally, in 18GG, ho had " rnndu his pile," 
and left for New York. Thero ho made 
moro motioy in iinaiiciul operations. He 
afterwards went lo Peru and engaged In 
railway buildirg Hia luck finally deserting 
him he Inac all ma money and returned to 
British Culumhia about iho year 18S0. Hla 
old friend Mr. Nisleon hid then a chanoe of 
rociprociling a good turn which Capt. 
Power had done him years before, and did 
BO. In the early eixtiea Nelson & U.o 7. ran 
an express business, an Important part of 
their work being to ship to Victoria the 
gold duat ontruatod to their care by tho min- 
ers. One day a mosaongor of tho firm was in 
the aot of handing aboard the steamer at 
Yalo a bag containing several thousand dol- 
lars in " dust," when by some miechanco 
the bag fell into the Fraaer and that was 
the last of It. Capt. Power, who waa then 
in Yalo, ab once announced that he waa pre- 
pared to pay up everyone who had a receipt 
from the express company for the gold nnd 
was aa good ua hia word. The expresa 
company were perfectly solvent, and paid 
him back, bat Mr. Nelaon never forgot 
Capt. Power's kindly aetioa. Thua it was 
that ho reciprocated in 1880. 

Capt. Power again gradually came to the 
front and finally btcamo interested in tho 
lumber mills at Port Moody. Quick to 
recognizo business opportuuities, ho began 
to iuveat in Vunoouvor real es- 
tate whon that town began to 
spring up. Watching hia ohancoa ho bo- 
canio ono of tho largest, if not tho largest 
operator in Vancouver during tho boom. Ho 
closed up his deals bi:fore tho market began 
to flktten out, and aa a result had a fortune 
that ia supposed to amount to at loaat a 
quarter of a million. For aovoral years ho 
liad been in failing hoaltli and, accompanied 
by Mrs. Power, who survives him, left for 
England, hopiog the change would do him 
good. 

Capb. Power was a strong supporter of 
Home Rule and Imd a great love for bis 
native land. Though a Roman Catholic he 
did nob confine his generosity to any de- 
nomination. Large-hearted and charitable, 
he was ever ready to do good and help thoaa 
who needed assistance. Hia friends were 
many, and his death will bo sincerely re- 
gretted by all who knew him. The execu- 
tora of his estate aro, It is understood, Mr. 
Erb and Mr. R. P. Rithet.

A very important judgment in regard to 
advorae mining olaima h*8 juat been given 
in tho Diviaional court l)y Mr. JuBtico 
Crease and Mr. Jnatioo Walkem, upon the 
appeal from the order of Mr. Justice Wal- 
kem in MoKinnon v. Snowden, ordering 
that the Lanarli Mining Co. be added as 
defendants. The efleot of this dooision of 
tho Court of Appeal ia lhat each party in a 
case of advcrio claim under the mineral act 
ia obliged to eatabliah u title, tho difend- 
ants not being entitled to aucceod in cnto 
the plaintiff has not complied with tho ro- 
qoirements of the aot, unless the dtf andant 
has himself observed all the formalities pre- 
scribed. Mr. W. J. Taylor (Eberts & Tay- 
lor) appeared fBr the plaintiff (appollaot) at 
tho hearing of tho appeal ; Mr. E. V. I! id- 
Well for dtfandant (reepondent). Tho text 
of jIjp ;n^"nrient f.lUoWB ; 

*| Tho action la broujfht under scotlon l l 
of the mineral aot, 1892, Tho plainliird 
have filed an advcrao olaim to tho defend- 
ani'a to certain uiinlng land, alleging that 
the defendant) wua aubaequent in timo to 
them, and in recording hia claim ho over- 
lapped tho bounduriea of tho plaintiirj' 
claim. The dtfondant traveraea tho plain- 
tiffs' allegations atd aots up that 
the land recorded by tho plalntifra 
was the property of the Soikirit 
Mining Co. by virtue ol a crown 
gaant from the Dominion government. Thia 
grant is now stated to be the property of the 
Lanark Mining Co,, Ltd,, the parties who 
hivebeen ordered to be added as defendants. 

" Under aootlon 10 of tho mineral aot, 
IS'Jl, a free minor can enter any land wheth- 
er occupied or not to proapoot for gold upon 
complying with tho statutory proviaiona, 
and thu land oontaiuod in this crown grant 
la Bubjoct to this aorvitudo. Such boing tho 
case are they ueceaaary parlica to thia action 'i 
Thoir rlghtaean only bo alTooted in aooord- 
RDCO with the provioiona of tho statute. 

"But tho point wbioli ia In iaauu in thia 
action ia to decide the right of poaaeaalon to 
tho land claimed by both parliea— ono ua 
againaC tho other. In order to docido this 
it will bo noceaaury to aaccrtain (1) whctlinr 
both have compiled witli the law, and {'2) If 
both havo oompliod with iho requirenicnta 
of tho aot, which haa tho prior right iu lime. 

" And the judgment will ba In accordance 
with the finding. 

" Wo think that whatever righto tho 
holders of tho existing orown grant have, 
they will not bo aflfeoted by tho preaoub 
issue, In fact thoao righto could bo eaaily 
safeguarded by any judgment which might 
be rendered.

THE POLITICAL SITOATION. 

(From tho Montreal Qazette.) 
The aigna have pointed for some timo past 
to an early dieaolutlon of parliament and an 
appeal to tho oleotorate, and, altbongh no 
formal call to arms haa been sounded in the 
rival campa, there haa boon a good deal of 
preparation for tho atruggle. Nominating 
oooventiona are of daily occurrence. Candi- 
dates are already in tho field in a large num- 
ber of oonatituenciea. Politioal mootinga 
are being held in varioua parte of tho coun- 
try by the leaders of tho two partioe, and all 
tho incident a which accompany a campai^jn 
are coming into ovidonco. Ao appoal to tho 
people ia always in order, and, uotw ithaland- 
ing Mr. Goldwin Sinilh'a vlow to tho con- 
trary, there are very few peraona who would 
willingly surrender the British syeteni of 
roaponaible government for tho American 
plan of an irrosponulblo o.xeoutiva and a fixed 
tenure of ofilco. Mr. Smith's proposal that 
» day should ba fixsd in tho constitution for 
tho holding ol federol eleolions would, in 
fact, absolutely destroy the underlying prin- 
ciple of the British parliamentary system. 

Wo are bound to add, however, that tho 
power or preroaattva of dlslolutlon oiifiht 
not to bo wantonly exoroiaed, nor employed 
at a period when a fair ond full eipreacion 
of popular opinion oinnot bo obtained. It 
would, for example, bo Impropor to prrclpi- 
tato an election boforo tbo now votero' liata 
havo been oomploted, aud wo aro cnnvioood 
that tho alarm oxpreaaed by tho Toronto 
Globe leat such an event ahould occur, Is 
quito groundleaa. Hut, juet in proportion 
aa it would bo wrong to appoal to an oleo- 
torate on liata throe yeura old, so it la deair- 
ablo to hold tho elections aa apoedlly aa poo- 
alble after tho completion of tho new liata, 
In order that parliament may faithfully 
rrpreaenb tho aontimonta of tho whole 
people. Tho franohiao act lixoa tho date 
for the final making up of tho liata at Feb- 
ruary 28, and although the great majority 
of them will liavo been sent in before that 
date, it ia quito probable that aomo revlaing 
barriatera may take advantage of tho utmost 
delay the law allows. Then the lists have 
to bo printed and certified to by the re- 
vlaing barristers before they are available 
for the purposes of an election ; but all the 
formalities oau be complied With In ample 
aeaaon to permit of an appeal to the people 
ahould tho government reaplve upon that 
course, and a session of parliament before 
the opening of a new fiscal year. 

Tho rooaons which favor a dissolntlon are 
chiefly tho completion of a now revision of 
tho voters' lists, and the Importance of ob- 
taining tho voice of tho country on tho ta- 
riff aa reviaed ot tho last aoaaion of Parlia- 
ment. Complaint ia made in a portion of 
the preaa that tho public [uncertainty aa to 
the intentions of government is exercising a 
bmoful influence on tho bualneaa of tho 
country. That, iiowovor, ia not tho true 
reason of any advorao cffoot tho political 
altnation may have on trade, which muat bo 
attributed rather to tho apprehension of tho 
disturbances that would ensue upon a ro- 
veraal of the fiscal policy establlabed 



in 1879. The Liberal party are a 
menace to the capital and indnatrles of 

Canada. The leadora of that party have pro- 
claimed their determination to introdnco 
the principles of British trade and to elimin- 
ate every vestige of proteotion from tho tar- 
iff. They might not, Indeed, if returned to 
power, at once construct a tariff oxaotly 
patterned after that of England, but the 
dntles they would retain would be ao arrang- 
ed as to oncoursgo tho importation of foreign 
rathor than tho oonaoniption of domeetio 
manufactures and products. There ia no 
aort of doubt of thia being the consequonco 
of placing a Liberal government In office. 
"A dec.'oaao In tho duties on cottons and 
wooUona," for example, saya the Toronto 
Globo, "would bo quickly followed by in- 
creased oonaumption and inorcaaed importa- 
tion," and that recognized exponent of Lib- 
eral polioy adds that "reduction of duties Is 
the etatoaman-Iike way to increase the 
revenue. " 

Tho plain and avowed purpose of tho Op- 
poaitiun ia, therefore, to aoalo down tbo 
duties on all articles capable of succcstiful 
production in Canada for the pnrpoao of 
supplanting domestio by foreign goods, and 
so raising a revenue through inoreased im- 
portations. It is a simple enough process, 
dwibtless, from the point of view of a gov- 
ernment which conceives its whole duty to 
begin and end with the collection of taxes, 
but it means death to many a Canadian in- 
dustry, loss of milllona of capital, depriva- 
tion of employment to tens of thous mds of 
workingmen, and general derangement of 
capital, labor and trade. For thia rcBSOS 
tiot only bualueas incn, hofc only manufaQ- 
turorn, but artlaans, laborers and others ore 
deeply concerned to learn whether a dieao- 
lutlon of parliament ia shortly to occur, and 
at ill more deeply oonwriicd about tno reaulla 
of the oleotiona. Wo boijo, therefore, thai 
the decision of lln government will speedily 
bo mudo known, even though a short delay 
before the issue of the writs may be made 
necGseary to await the completion of tbo 
votora' lists. 



PIIESERVE THE HOME MARKET. 

(Tho Mail and ICmpiro ) 
Tho advocates of free trade find It hard to 
toll tho farmer that hia produce would turn 
into lose money if hia proteotion wero awept 
away. Inatoad, thoreforo, they tell him it 
would not. Thia is how they try to lull him 
into that error. They frunkly admit, and 
glory in Iho faofc, that tho rempval of the 
duties on agricultural produce would bring 
in wheat, pork, bo( f, ohoeao, and other 
farm commodities from tho United Statea. 
They do not deny that tho tendency and ef- 
fect of this would bo to lower prices hero. 
But they say the more United Statea pro- 
duce there ia marketed here the less of it 
will there be marketed in Brit- 
ain, Kurope, the Weali Indiea and 
elsowbers. Hence, these foreign matketa 
win furnish a demand for Canadian 
produce equivalent to the demand captured 
in tho borne morkeb by United States pro- 
duce. If it's nob hero it's there. And by 
thia showing tho thing is made to oppoar aa 
broad aa it ia long. In juatico to tho free 
traders It must bo aaid thoy havo no great 
fancy for thia argument themselvoa, It ia 
all thoy havo, however, wherewith to com- 
bat tho farmer's objection to the loss of the 
home market. Thia objection they would 
leave alone If only it would leave them 
alone, and so far they have treated it, as a 



rule, with studied neglect. They are aware 
that free trade would work something like 
this : A certain proportion of any pro- 
duce, Bay pork, conoumed in the coun- 
try would come from the United 
States. Aa, according to the free trade 
theory, it makca no differonco how 
much, let us suppose one-half. This would 
be sold at a price — on tbo basis of oomparl- 
aon between pricea on tho two sldea of tho 
lino as at present — from !f 1 25 to $1.50 per 
cwt. in tho oarcaea below what it now aolls. 
Tf u», the Canadian farmer will aell only 
half the pork required in the homo market, 
and sell it at $1 25 to $1 50 below what he 
can get for it now. But he is to look for 
componaatiou to the foreign market, with 
ita now fewer ofTeringa. There ho may find 
a demand capable of taking up hie supply, 
but it will bo on the same plane of valuo as 
that he was forced to sell on at home. Tho 
free traders aro fond of telling the farmer 
that the export price fixea tho valuo in the 
home market, and truly it doea fix tho 
valuo under their syatcm. Under free 
trade, then, the farmer would sell 
all hia dressed hogs at $1 25 to 
SI. 50 per owt. less than he does under pro- 
tection. To bring him out even so well we 
have to grant that a vacuum is left in the 
foreign market by the diversion of United 
States pork to our country. There may or 
may not bo. There ia very oommnnly a 
aurplua stock of pork carried over from ono 
year to another, and Chicago has generally 
had tho privilege of carrying it. Free trade 
might Bhou'ilir part of it on na. Tho same 
conditione attach to tho trade in beef and 
Other agricultural producte. It ia clear that 
tho farmer would have to bo aatlBfitd with 
much lower returns on his produoo if free 
trade were the ruling policy. 

Hut there is another, and probably no Icae 
important, feature of the matter to bo con- 
aidored. If United States porit, beef, 
choeso, grain, flour and livo stock oamo 
frooly into Canada, wo should soon loae our 
individuality and attendont ndvantagas aa 
an agricultural country. Stuff free to come 
into the country where there la a eupor- 
al'undanco of it produced would bo free and 
liable to go out from timo to time, and ex- 
ports from Canada would no lonKor bo of 
thoir original purity. Tho Canadian porta 
would bo uxod aa advantagooua atarting- 
pointa for United Statea produce deelined 
for I'jUropo. Tlien tho reputation and 
higher price of many of our proiliiota would 
decline. Tho name and price of our chooao 
would sink to tho level of that of the United 
States, which it haa displaced to so great an 
extent in Britain. Then our pork would 
be tointod with tho auapiclon of being 
like that It aasoolated with, and the markota 
now oloaed to the United Statea pork on ac- 
count of trichinoaio, and by way of retalia- 
tion, would bo oIoBcd to Canadian pork. 
The cattle markets of Austria, Germany, 
Belgium, and Denmark would bo closed to 
Canadian cattle, as thoy aro closed to those 
from the United States. Leaving tho same 
ports, the produce would be believed to bo 
tarred with the same attck ; and to make 
Buro that no United States product ex- 
cluded by way of trade repriaals would find 
Itn way in with Canadian produota, Ger- 
many, Austria, Sweden and Norway would 
shut out those from Canada as well. With 
auch free trade wo should never get upon 
our old footing In the British cattle market. 
The farmer must deprecate any such miafor- 
tuno as the throwing open of the home 
market.

NOVEL BOAD MAKING. 

To THK EniTOii : — Driving the other day 
over a portion of Niagara and Boyd stroeta 
my horse found considerable dilliculty In 
drawing a small trap through about) three 
luohea of clay, aud upon cloao inopection I 
found that thia had boon put over a road 
macadamized about a year or so ago, and 
Binoo that period vehiolos and carta have 
worn tho macadam quito round. Thus com- 
paratively recently our well paid oity worK- 
mon have put a good three inch layer of blue 
clay over tho macadam. Surely these are 
not timea when wo can afFord to throw away 
money in such a manner ua this — hundreds 
of dollars spent in breaking and laying this 
macadam, then loft till destroyed and, to 
orown all, a layer of blue clay and mould on 
top. Would It not pay us handsomely to 
have a road superintendent who thoroughly 
understood road makinc; and who could give 
his sole attention to thorn? Why should 
not our roads now bo maoadamizad and 
made in aomo small degree after the manner 
they are built by more experienced cities ! 
Moreover, a road in onr alty la rarely if 
over repaired till it) needs almoab entire re. 
constrnotlon. A oomparatively few doUara 
spent in properly repairing; and filllbg up 
holes, etc, would keep them in moderate 



condition, but no such thing is ever at- 
tempted. The most that is done, now and 
again, ia that a little macadam is thrown 
into a hole, and nothing further being done 
tin it ban worn ronnd and wandered over 
the rest of the road, I trnat that onr prea- 
ent oonnoil will give thia qneation their most' 
serious consideration. Taxpater.

THE PIANO ACCOMPANIST. 



Some of tho Numerous and Varied Acqolre- 
mvnts Necessary. 
Few listeners have any adequate com- 
prehension of tlio arduous and responsi- 
ble duties devolving upon tho person 
who is modestly placed :i3 accompanist. 
Tho requirements of an accompanist are 
numorouB and varied and demand a 
much greater amount of attention and 
study than isgonorally supposed or than 
the exponent of tlio art of accompanying 
is credited with giving. Ho must bo a 
quick and accurate reader, able to read- 
ily grasp the Intention of tho composer 
as in progress the ideas of tho composi- 
tion aro unfolded. To this end tho phras- 
ing must bo coiTcot, and tho quality of 
tho touch employed must bo such as 
will produce tho tone required to prop- 
erly represent tho sentiment expressed 
by tho composer. While having a fairly 
decided conception of his OWD, he must 
bo prepared to absorb tho conception 
folt hy tlio soloist, and so mold his own 
ideaH that tlioy blend with those of the 
soloist and form a complete and well 
developed baakgronn^ to tho musical 
picture of which the solo is the central 
figure. In carrying out thi.s design great 
care is necessary, so that tlia soloist re- 
ceives just tho proper amount of sup- 
port. 

The acompaniniont should not force 
or ovnrrido tho solo; neither must it bo 
of that dragging character which causes 
tho singer to feel as if pulling a heavy 
burden up a steep inoliiiu. To preserve 
this "happy medium" is, says ;i writer 
in The Etude, tho oruoial tost of a true 
acconipani.ft, and the possession of snoh 
ability may woU oondono the lack of 
somo other traits. For the time being 
soloist and aooompauist should be as 
one. 

To aooomplish this desirable result 
the player should have as complete 
knowledgo of tho composition as tho 
singer. 

Wliilo ho must bo a corroct timist, it 
is necessary to possess tliat floxibility 
of temperament that will enable him to 
flow along with tho principal through 
bars of everohauging value, irrespective 
of what tho timo signature may bo. Of 
course be must be able to transpose to 
meet tho requirenumts of piano.s of in- 
correct pitch or tho efl'cct of tho weath- 
er upon the voice of tho soloist.

The Yonng Woman's Chrlstliiu Asaocliitlou— 
Its Booma, Its Obji-cis ami Ita 
Work Described. 

A thoroughly useful work is being done 
by tha Y. W.C.A. of Viotoria. Upataira at 
63 Government street there are two rooms 
partially fitted up as reading and rest- 
ing and lunch rooaia. Tho reading 
room has on file tho daily papers and a 
EiUmber of mogizluos. Hero are also writ- 
ing materials, easy chairs and a piano. The 
room is warm and well lighted and is open 
from 11 in the morning till 10 at night. The 
secretary ia in oonstant atteodanoe to give a 
kindly welcome to all who come in, to re. 
ceive Bubsoriptious and contributions, and 
to attord to all matters of business 
generally. This room ia also usod 
tor the various meetings of the 
association. It is intended that iu the 
fntare leotnrea and olaiaea in all farancbea 
ahail be establiahed to enable young women 
to become aelf-aupportlng. A woman's ex- 
change is to be started as soon as practic- 
able. In fact is now partly in operation. 
An Intelligence ofBoe already forma part of 
the Boorocary's work. Tbeae and many 
other plana for the material, moral and in- 
tolleotual improvement of young woman- 
hood are the outceme of the aeaociation's 
earnosb endeavors. 

In tho lunch room hot coffee, cocoa or tea 
may bo had from 12 to 2. Tickota aro sold 
so that a cup ot ccffae, etc., oosta only two 
aud oue-halt cents. Lunoh may bo brought 
to tho rooms and eaten there. Thia ia 
primarily intended to benefit those girla 
and women who work in town iu tho day- 
time, although thu lunoh room is open to all 
women. The reading room forma u pleaaant 
place in which to paea away tho rcHt cf tho 
lunch hour. Alttruoon tea may bo also had 
here i.t a nomiuil price. All of thoeo privil- 
et'.ea are open to all meinbura of tho uaaocia- 
tion aud aa tho fee for membership 
ia only tun oi-nta a month no woman 
or f^iil need bo b.irred out. Tho 
use (if ;he lurch room ia freo to all, irre- 
apectivo of momhership. There ia no inter- 
ference with the restauranta us no food is 
Bupplied with the coffee. Tho idea ia merely 
to glvo women who bring their lunch to 
town a comfortable place in which to eat it 
and at tho ainio time get a warm drink 

Tho practical value of these rooms and 
schemes needs only to bo pointed out 
There aro hundreds of young women in 
town engaged during the day who have no 
pleasant phoo iu which to pass tho oven 
inga ; there are atraogero who uro lonely ; 
tbero aro girls whoso homo life otlVra littlu 
oojoyment ; there ate thoaa who frequent 
undesirable places of amucemont for luck of 
better places ; there are many who get no 
good reading ,bacauae they have not access 
to magazines and books ; there are others 
who never come under refined and elevating 
InfiuoQces ; there are thote to whom music 
means much and yet who never can touch a 
piano ; there are many girls longing to be- 
come aelf-aupporiing yet are unable to do so 
beoauae of lack of means or of opportunity, 
To all of theae and to all other 
women the •aiooiation extends a helping 
hand and a cordial welcome. Every woman 
and girl ih Viotoria is invited to come and 
SCO the room and judge for herself. Come 
iu at any time. All that music and good 
reading and comfort can do for those whose 
lives are barren — and they can do much — ia 
free to all. 

The women's exchange, while it will not 
Interfere with seamstresses or atorcs, will 
enable many struggling women to make 
their work easier. It ia proposed to do as 
in Other oltiea— to have a show csso in the 
reading room trherc women may place arti- 
clea they have made for sale. The name of 
the maker need never appear aid the com- 
mission will bo aa low as five per cent. 
While the aasoolatlon will not gnarnntee the 
sale of any article, an earnest effort will be 
made to diapose cf gooda left for sale. In 
other citiea it ia the custom for those who 
avail themselves of the oichango to plaoe on 
sale fancy work, plain sowing, wood carv- 
irg, painting, flowers, homtmado bread, 
preserves, jellies — anything which women 
make. This will appeal hero as elsewhere 
to tho many women theae hard times who 
would liko to add to their slender incomes 
without having their names known. 

Tho inteUigenoo ofEoo is for thoio mem- 
bers of tho association who desiro work or 
workers. It la now in operation and doing 
good work. The work of tho sowing com- 
mittoo of tho association has extended use- 
fully in many directions. Many poor ohil 
dren who have been kept from achool for 
lack of proper clothing have been warmly 
ol'id. Tho P. 0. homo has received much 
subataulial help iu mado- up clothing, <incl 
any cast of! garments that will bo suitable 
to out down into garments for children will 
be gratefully received. 

Meetings are held every Friday after- 
noon — the first Friday in the month at 4 
p.m. for business ; second Friday at 2 p.m., 
sowing for tho Protestant Orphans' boms ; 
third Friday ot 2 p.m., sowing for general 
poor; fourth Friday at4 p m., Biblo reiding. 

All this hua been done by money ^olnn- 
tarily subscribed. The association owea no 
money nor will It over do so. No money 
will bo raised hy any other means than by 
mcmbernhlp foes and voluntary conlrilni- 
tionn. Thia ooHht to heartily cjuimond i lio 
work, 'i'hoao who wish to further tho work 
dono by tho usaociation may aid by oonding 
magftzinea, books, iiouoo furuishiugH, lluvv 
ors, gro'.-,'ing jilanta, etc., to miiko tho rooms 
attractive, and hy money crmttibutiona.

BBHBIN6 SEA CLAIMS. 

What the V. 8, Will Do in Case the Appro, 
prlatlon Bill la Thrown Ont. 

Waskutgieon, Feb. 23 —Secretary Gresh- 
am will make no further effort to induce 
congress to paaa the bill appropriating 

$125,000 to pay tho damages sustained by 
Hritish sealing voaaols seized hy United 
States naval ships and revenue cutters in 
Behring sea before the making of the modus 
Vivendi. If the bill fails he will draw up a 
treaty for submisiion to the senate, creating 
an arbitration committee to adjust the 
claims. Tho Paris arbitration tribunal ruled 
out oil claima for consequential damages, 
and allowed claims only when tho veaaelB 
had actually been seized and where tho 
crewo had boon imprisoned. Even on thia 
batia tho claims amount to nearly $1,000,. 
000. l!-3aidea, there woro about two score 
men, cllicern and orowa, of tho soizod voBsels 
who auireriid imprisonment, and their olaima 
were compromincd by tho agreement mado 
hy Mr. Grefihiim. Tho aecrotury believea 
that If all ihu5u claimu are aubmittod to a 
committee for adjustment tho United States 
will fare mnoh worso than under the terms 
of the pending bllL 

WHY THEY FAILED. 

China said to Have Deliberately Kndeavorea to 
Hake tho feace Uogulatlous lllsearry. 

San Franclsco, Fob, 2.3.— Correspond, 
enoo of tho United Press per stoainor Gaolio 
aaya that when the atoumor left tho Ameri- 
can public wero donbtleas prepared for the 
failure of tho Chineaa peace embassy. They 
had already learned that Japanesa stotes- 
mon did nob hollovo China to bo in 
earnest. Yot it was suspected in 
Japan that China intended to play to the 
European gallery, and would endeavor to 
aaddlo Japan withltho responsibility of con- 
tinuing tho war, Sho could have elTdCtod that 
purpoBQ had she induced Japan to formulate 
her domonda and had thoso demandu proved 
unreasonable, tho tido of Occidental sympa- 
thg would probably have turned in Chino's 
favor, and iho nations desiring to see peaou 
restored might have subji^c'ed Japan to very 
embarrassing pressure. But she sot about 
its accompliahment in the clumsiest possible 
manner, for she furniahed her plenipcten- 
tiariea with credentials ao incomplete that 
Japan's refusal to recognize them became a 
foregone oonoluaion.
